Utica, N. Y.. Aug . 23.—There are no 
two public questions of more vital im­ 
portance to the future of this country 
than the problem of conservation and 
the problem of the betterment of pub­ 
lic life. 
Moreover, these two problems 
are really interdependent, for neither 
of them can be successfully solved 
j save on condition that there is at least 
¡a measurable success In the effort to 
I solve the other. 
In any g reat country 
, the prime phy sical asset—the phy sical 
| asset more valuable than any other 
! —Is the fertility of the soil. 
All our 
Industrial and commercial welfare, all 
our material development of every 
kind, depends In the last resort upon 
our preserving and increasing the for 
tillty of the soil. 
This, of course, means the conserva­ 
tion of the soil as the g reat natural 
resource, and equally , of course, it fur­ 
thermore implies the development of 
country life, for there cannot be a per­ 
manent improvement of the soil if 
the life of those who live on it and 
make their living out of it is suffered 
to starve and 
lang uish 
to become 
stunted and weazened and inferior to 
the ty pe of life lived elsewhere. 
We are now try ing to preserve, not 
for exploitation by individuals, but for 
the permanent benefit of the whole 
people, the waters and the forests, and 
we are doing this primarily as a 
means of adding to the fertility of the 
soil, althoug h in each case there is a 
g reat secondary use l>oth of the w a­ 
ter and of the forests for commercial 
and industrial purposes. 
In the same 
way it is essential for the farmers 
themselves to try to broaden the life 
of the man who lives in the open coun­ 
try , to make it more attractive, to g ive 
it every adjunct and aid to develop­ 
ment which has been g iven to the life 
of the man of the cities. 
Therefore, friends, the conservation 
and rural life policies are really two 
sides of the same policy, and down at 
the bottom this policy rests upon the 
fundamental law that neither man nor 
nation can prosper unless in dealing 
with the present 
he steadily 
take 
thoug ht for ' tie future. 
Problem Old One. 
In 
one 
sense 
this problem 
with 
which we have to deal is very , very 
old. 
Wherever civilizations have hith­ 
erto sprung up they have alway s tend­ 
ed to g o throug h certain stag es and 
then to fail. 
No nation can develop a 
real civilization without cities. 
Up to 
a certain point the city movement is 
thoroug hly healthy . Yet it is a strang e 
and lamentable fact that alway s hith­ 
erto after this point has been reached 
the city has tended to develop at the 
expense of the country by draining 
the country of what is best in it and 
making an insig nificant return for this 
best. 
In consequence in the past every civ­ 
ilization in its later stag es has tended 
really to witness those conditions un­ 
der which “the cities prosper aud the 
men decay .” There are ug ly sig ns that 
these tendencies are at work in this 
nation of ours. 
But very fortunately 
we see now what never before was 
seen in any civilization—an aroused 
and alert public interest in the prob­ 
lem, a recog nition of its g ravity and a 
desire to atteinpt its solution 
The problem does not consist merely 
in the g rowth of the city. 
Such a 
! g rowth in itself is a g ood thing and 
not a had thing for the country . 
The 
problem consists in the g rowth of the 
city at tlie expense of the country , and 
even where this is not the ease in so 
g Teat an equality of g rowth in power 
and interest as to make the city more 
attractive than the country and there­ 
fore apt to drain the country of the 
people who oug ht to live therein. 
The human side of the rural life 
problem is to make the career of the 
farmer and the career of the farm la­ 
borer as attractive and as remunera­ 
tive as corresponding careers in the 
city . 
Now. 1 am well aware that the 
farmer must himself take- the lead in 
bring ing this about. 
A century and a 
quarter ag o the wise Eng lish farmer, 
Arthur Young , wrote of the efforts to ; 
improve French wool: 
“A cultivator at the head of a sheep 
farm of 3.000 or 4.000 acres would in 
a few y ears do more for their wools 
than all the academicians and philoso­ 
phers will effect in ten centuries.” 
It 
is absurd to think that any man who 
has studied the subject only theoret­ 
ically is fit to direct those who prac­ 
tically work 
at 
the 
matter. 
But. 
friends, I 
wish to insist to you here, 
to you practical men who own and 
work y our farms, that it is an equally 
pernicious 
absurdity for the practical 
man to refuse to benefit by the work 
of the student. 
The Eng lish farmer 1 have quoted— 
Young — was a practical farmer, but he 
was also a scientific farmer. 


Why Fa rmers L a g . 
One reason why the g reat business 
meD of today, the g reat industrial lead­ 


ers. barn g ouc ahead while the farmer 
has fmalt'd to sag behind rhe others is 
fbat they are far more willing and in­ 
deed eag er to profit by expert and 
technical 
knowledg e—the 
knowledg e 
that can only come as a result of the 
hig hest education. 
From railway s to 
factories no g reat industrial concern 
can nowaday s he carried on save by 
the aid of a swarm of men who nave 
received a hig h technical education in 
chemistry , iu eng ineering , in electrici­ 
ty and in one or tnore of scores of spe­ 
cial subjects. 
The big business man, the big rail­ 
way man. does not ask colleg e trained 
experts to tell him how to run his busi­ 
ness. but he does ask numbers of them 
each to g ive him expert advice and aid 
on some one 
point i ndi s pe ns a bl e 
to h is 
business. 
He finds this man usually 
in some g raduate of a technical school 
or colleg e in which he has been trained 
for his life work. 
In just the same way the farmers 
should benefit by the advice of 
t h e 
technical men who have been trained 
in phases of the very work the farmer 
does. 
I am not now speaking of the 
man who has had an ordinary g eneral 
training , whether in school or colleg e. 
While there should undoubtedly be 
such a training as a foundation (ex­ 
tent differing according to the kind of 
work each boy intends to do as a man» . 
It is nevertheless true that our educa­ 
tional sy stem should more and more 
be turned in t he direction of educating 
men toward and not away front the 
farm and the shop. 
During the last half century we have 
beg un to develop a sy stem of ag ricul­ 
tural education at once practical and 
scientific, ;l*nd wo must g o on devel 
oping it. 
But after developing it it 
must be used. 
The rich man who 
s pe nds 
a fortune upon a fancy farm 
with entire indifference to <*ost does 
not do much g ood to farming : hut, on 
the other hand, just as little is done by 
the working farmer who stolidly re­ 
fuses to profit by tiie knowledg e of the 
day. who treats any effort at improve­ 
ment as absurd on its face, refuses to 
countenance what he reg ards as new 
fang led ideas and contrivances and 
jeers at all “hook farming .” 
I wish 1 could take representatives 
of this ty pe of farmer down to Long 
Island, where I live, to have them see 
what has been done, not as philanthro­ 
py, but as a plain business proposition, 
by men connected with the Long Is­ 
land railroad, who believe it pay s to 
encourag e the development of farms 
along the line of that railway . 
They 
have put practical men in charg e of 
experimental farms, cultivating them 
intensively and using the best mod­ 
ern methods not only in raising crops, 
but in securing the best market for 
the crops when raised. 
The g rowth has been astounding , 
and land only fifty miles from New 
York which, during our entire national 
lifetime has been treated as worth­ 
less, has within the last three or four 
y ears been proved to possess a really 
hig h value. 


Int er es t to F a r m Life. 
The farmer, however, must not only 
make his land pay. but be must make 
country life interesting for himself 
aud for bis wife and his sons and 
daug hters. 
Our people as a whole 
should realize the infinite possibilities 
of life in tlie country , and every ef­ 
fort should be made to make these 
possibilities more possible. 
From the beg inning of rime it has 
been the man raised in the country — 
and usually the man born in the coun­ 
try —who has been most apt to ren­ 
der the services which every nation 
most needs. 
Turning to the list of 
American statesmen, it is extraordi­ 
nary to see bow larg e a proportion 
started 
as 
farm 
boys. 
But 
it 
is 
rather sad to see that in recent y ears 
most of these same bo.vs have ended 
their lives as men living iu cities. 
It often happens that the g ood con­ 
ditions of the past can he reg ained not 
by g oing back, but by g oing forward. 
We cannot recreate what is dead; we 
cannot stop the march of events. 
But 
we can direct this march and out of 
the new conditions develop something 
better than the past knew. 
Henry 
Clay was a farmer, who lived all his 
life in the country ; Washing ton was a 
farmer, who lived and died in the 
country . 
.\tul we of this nation oug ht 
to make it our business to see that the 
conditions are made such that farm 
life in the future shall not only do 
velop men of the stamp of Washing ­ 
ton and Henry Clay, but shall be so at­ 
tractive that these mcu may continue 
as farmers, for remember that Wash­ 
ing ton and Henry Clay were success­ 
ful farmers. 
I hope that 
thing s will so shape 
themselves that the farmer can have 
a g reat career and y et end his life as 
a farmer, so that the city man will 
look forward to living in the country 
rather than the country man to living 
in the city. 
Farmers should learr hov\ to com­ 
bine effectively, as has been done iu 
industry . 
I am particularly g lad to 
speak to th« * g rang e, for I heartily be­ 
lieve in farmers’ org anizations, and 
we should all 
welcome every step 
taken toward an increasing co-opera­ 
tion among farmers. 
The importance 
of such movements cannot be over­ 
estimated. and throug h such intelli­ 
g ent joint action it will he possible to 
improve the market just as much as 
the farm

itual, practical betterment than for 
merely formal piety. The country fair 
offers far g reater possibilities for con­ 
tinuous and healthy usefulness than 
it at present affords. 
The country school should be made a 
vital center for economic, social and 
educational co-operation. It is natural­ 
ly fitted to 
De such a center for those 
eng ag ed in commercial farming and 
still more for those eng ag ed in domes­ 
tic farming , for those who live on and 
by the small farms they themselves ( 
own 
The problem of the farm is real­ 
ly the problem of the family that lives 
on the farm. 
On all these questions , 
there is need of intellig ent study , such 
as marks the books of Professor Bai­ 
ley of Cornell and of Horace Plun­ 
kett’s book on the “ Rural Life Prob- ! 
lems of the United States." 


L a b o r e r s on F a r m s . 
One feature of the problem should j 
be recog nized by the farmer at once 
and an effort made to deal with it.

sider the farm laborer exactly as we 
consider the farmer. 
No country life 
can be satisfactory when the owners 
of farms tend, for whatever reason, to 
g o away to live in cities instead of 
working their farms, and, moreover, it 
cannot be really satisfactory when the 
labor sy stem is so manag ed that there 
is for part of the y ear a demand for 
labor which cannot be met and during 
another part of the y ear no demand 
for labor at all. so that the farmers 
tend to rely on mig ratory laborers who 
come out to work in the country with 
no permanent interest in it and with 
no prospect of steady employ ment 
It is exceeding ly difficult to make a 
g ood citizen out of a man who can’t 
count upon some steadiness and con­ 
tinuity in the work which means to 
him his livelihood. 
Economic condi­ 
tions on the farm—in variety and kind 
of crop g rowing especially as distribut­ 
ed in time and in housing for the men 
—must be so shaped as to render it 
possible for the man who labors for 
the farmer to he steadily employ ed un­ 
der conditions which foster bis self re­ 
spect and tend for his development. 
Above all. the conditions of farm life 
must alway s be shaped with a view to
